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DURAND CHIEF WITNESS 


TELLS OF MILWAUKEE RATES 





Wisconsin Investigating Committee 
Hears Testimony on Tariff Mak- 
ing in the State 





Milwaukee, Wis., March 6—(Special) 
—President Loyal Durand of the Mil- 
waukee Board of Fire Underwriters 
was the leading witness in the Tues- 
day session of the hearings conducted 
by the Wisconsin legislative investi- 
gating committee on fire insurance. 
President Durand aroused interest by 
his recital of a lively contest in the 
Milwaukee board on the question of 
reducing dwelling house rates in Mil- 

waukee to the rate charged elsewhere 
in Wisconsin. This contest has been 
going on since 1910 and shows that 
there is a faction in the local board 
which heartily approves the movement 
for a lowering of rates. 

President Durand was questioned by 
Assemblyman H. J. Mortensen. Other 
members of the committee present 
were: Senator G. E. Scott, chairman, 
and Assemblymen L. L. Johnson and 
W. J. Gilboy. Commissioner H. L. 
Ekern was present. The hearings were 
attended by a large number of mem- 
bers of the local board. 

Milwaukee Dwelling Rates 

President Durand testified that in 1910 
a motion had been made to investigate 
dwelling house rates and that a commit- 
tee had been appointed. This committee, 
first by a divided report, recommended 
no action, and this report was sent back 
for a more complete report by the minor- 
ity, later made its report as a part of a 
further report by the whole committee. 
The committee divided equally four and 
four. Four favored the reducing of the 
dwelling house rate from 40 cents to 35 
cents per year, or from 80 cents to 70 
cents for three years, or from $1.20 to 
$1.05 for five years. The report was 
finally laid on the table and the commit- 
tee discharged. 

Members of the board who did a large 
dwelling house business objected to any 
change in the rates, while those who did 
a@ general business advocated a reduction 
in the rates, he said. 

Some of the members of the board ad- 
vocated a reduction of the rates to 33% 
cents and some even lower. 

Question of Reduction 

At one point in the hearing President 
Durand read a chapter from the records 
of the Milwaukee board, dated March 8, 
1911, which showed both the so-called ma- 
jority and minority reports made by the 
committee appointed to investigate the 
matter of dwelling house rates in Mil- 
waukee. The majority report was as fol- 
lows: “As no benefit to the business will 
result from any reduction in dwelling 
house rates at this time we believe rates 
should not be disturbed. ‘As to schedules 
on other properties referred to this com- 
mittee, your committee believes there is

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LAST COMPANY IS GONE 


RELIANCE LEAVES O. C. KEMP 





Will Be Managed in West By Walter 
D. Williams in Conjunction with 
Security of New Haven 





The last of the A ante companies with 
which the O. C. Kemp general agency 
of Chicago, flourished in the west has 
transferred its western management to 
Walter D. Williams of Rockford, IIL, 
and will be managed from that city in 
conjunction with the Security of New 
Haven, Conn. The offices of the Kemp 
agency will remain open for about 
sixty days, pending the completion of 
the work attendant on the reinsurance 
of the Delaware’s western business in 
the Firemen’s of Newark, and the 
transfer of the Reliance department to 
Rockford. At the end of that time the 
agency will pass out of existence and 
Mr. Kemp will take a vacation of sev- 
eral months before looking into a num- 
ber of offers that he has had recently 
or entering into any new connection. 

History of the Department 

The Kemp agency is the successor of 
the joint western department originally 
established in Chicago by the Delaware 
and Reliance in 1893 under the man- 
agement of David T. Devin. On his 
death in 1899 Harold H. Whitlock, a 
son of J. L. Whitlock, western man- 
ager for the Glens Falls, assumed 
charge. His untimely demise in March 
1901, resulted in the appointment of O. 
C. Kemp. Mr. Kemp had entered the 
insurance business as a local agent at 
Greenville,, Mich., in 1875, and then 
gone into the field for the Rochester 
German. He left that company to take 
the managerial position and in 1906 his 
old company came in with the Dela- 
ware and Reliance. 

Office Was a Profit Maker 

During the regime of Mr. Kemp the 
office remitted a net profit of $1,317,- 
641.47 to the three companies and of 
this $514,752.93 went to the Reliance. 
In 1901 the Reliance premiums income 
was about $150,000 a year and in 1911 
they aggregated nearly $500,000. Under 
the new deal, by which Ohio and Ken- 
tucky will report to the home office, 
about $100,000 of this income will go 
direct and the remainder will be han- 
died through the new western depart- 
ment. 

Security’s Western Branch 

The western department of the Se- 
curity was established in 1888 at Rock- 
ford under the management of Charles 
E. Sheldon, who also had the American

It is generally understood that the 
Western Sprinklered Risk Association 
will become a more active factor in the 
west and will cooperate more effective- 
ly with nonunion agents in handling 
protected risks. The company mem- 
bers are fully awake to the needs of 
the day and are ready to meet them. 
The association comprises practically 
all the companies in the Western In- 
surance Bureau, having assets of over 
$85,000,000. The Western Sprinklered 
Risk Association has materially in- 
creased its writing capacity and is able 
to handle sprinklered risks requiring 
$1,000,000 or less insurance. 

Mr. Bye’s Career 

Mr. Rye has been connected with the 
Western Factory Insurance Association 
for over six years. His activity and 
success with that organization have 
gained him an excellent reputation and 
made him the logical man for the 
Western. Sprinklered Risk Association 
to put in charge of its operations. Mr. 
Rye started with the western depart- 
ment of the German American under 
the management of Judge Cary. Later 
he became inspector for the governing 
committee of the Western Union and 
did general educational work in estab- 
lishing the Dean schedule in several 
states. Then he became one of the 
branch managers of the Michigan In- 
spection Bureau. Mr. Rye personally

INCORPORATED AGENCY ISSUE 
Kentucky State Board Committee 


Makes an Exhaustive Study of 
This Important Subject 











The special committee of the Ken- 
tucky State Board on_ incorporated 
agencies has completed its work after 
a long and exhaustive study of condi- 
tions in Kentucky, and has submitted 
its report to the executive committee 
of the board. The latter will meet in 
Louisville March 12, and it is likely 
that at this time the report will be 
formally adopted. 

The generally recognized importance 
of the incorporated ayency question 
was appreciated by the committee, 
which did not attempt to take snap 
judgment, but proceeded with circum- 
spection. Incorporated and non-incor- 
porated agencies were visited, and the 
arguments in favor of incorporation 
as well as against this form were given 
consideration. It was found that in 
many cases there are good and valid 
reasons for carrying forward a fire in- 
surance business by a corporation 
rather than personally. 

The report as submitted recommends, it 
is understood, that the incorporated 
agency be carefully regulated and super- 
vised rather than abolished, and that 
where it is found practicable the agency 
be run on a partnership basis rather than 
in corporate form. But it is stated that 
abolition is too radical a measure, and 
that it would be unwise to attempt to rule 
the incorporated agency out of existence 
absolutely. 

The report has considerable interest in 
view of the fact that a récent consolida- 
tion of agencies in Winchester, Ky., re- 
sulted in the formation of a corporation 
to continue the business, the announce- 
ment of this plan stirring up considerable 
discussion. It is reported that as a re- 
sult of the decision of the committee, 
which is, of course, subject to approval 
by the. executive committee of the board, 
the incorporation will not be objected to. 
In fact, most of the companies represented 
by the Winchester agency have approved 
_ action of its members in incorporat- 

ng. 

As incorporated agencies are being 
formed all over the country, and as the 
report of the Kentucky committee has 
been prepared by exceptionally able men 
after careful and thorough-going investi- 
gation, it is regarded as a valuable con- 
tribution to one of the problems of fire 
insurance.

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HUNTING FOR A COMPANY 
INTEREST IN KENTUCKY LAW 





Case Will Soon Be Instituted to Test 
the Constitutionality of the 
Rating Act 





Louisville, Ky., Mar. 6—(Special)— 
The state rating bill of Kentucky is 
now a law. Governor James B. Mc- 
Creary signed it, as expected, the an- 
nouncement that he had affixed his 
signattre to the measure coming on 
Monday afternoon. And the bill con- 


“tains an emergency clause; it went into 


effect at once. Appointment of an in- 
surance commissioner and two others 
who will compose the board is likely 
to be made immediately by State Audi- 
tor H. M. Bosworth. 


New York, March 6 (Special)—Vice- 
President F. C. Buswell of the Home 
has been invited to join the special 
committee designated to handle the 
Kentucky situation with regard to the 
new state rating law. No call for the 
first meeting of the committee has yet 
been received here. 


No company has been found yet that 
vill agree to be used in the case to test 
the constitutionality of the Kentucky 
rating law. At first the Camden Fire 
was mentioned, but it is stated it de- 
sires to retire from the state and the 
Equitable of Rhode Island has sim- 
ilar notions. The embarrassment 
comes from the Kentucky law which 
prohibits an action against a resident 
or person to be started in the federal 
court or removed from a state to a 
federal court on penalty of a company’s 
license being revoked. Whether this 
would apply in an action against a state 
official is a mooted question and being 
in doubt a company that wishes to 
continue in the state hesitates to take 
a chance. It will be possible, however, 
it is said, to get a company that is in- 
different to remaining in Kentucky, and 
it is expected that arrangements will 
be made in a few days. 

Speculation as to Appointees 

Contrary to the ustal conditions regard- 
ing such matters, there seems to be a 
good deal of uncertainty as to who will 
be the members of the new state rating 
board. The appointments are to be made 
by the state auditor, and though it was 
understood some time ago that Henry 
Lawrence, of Cadiz, would be made in- 
surance commissioner, this officer being 
by law an ex-officio member of the board, 
it is now understood that Ruby Laffoon, 
of Madisonville, a well known democrat, 
will be given the post. 

The other two members of the board 
are rather problematical, but information 
which is considered reliable indicates that 
Daniel E. O’Sullivan, an attorney of Louis- 
ville. who has been noted chiefly as a 
brilliant newspaper writer, will be one of 
them, while the customary “dark horse” is 
referred to as likely to get the other posi- 
tion. Mr. Laffoon has been disappointed 
several times in landing state offices. and 
there is a disposition on the part of the 
> eats to take care of him if pos- 
sible. 

Will Be a Busy Office 

One of the organizations likely to be 
chiefly affected by the lew law, provided 
its effect is not suspended immediately by 
litigation instituted by the companies, is 
the Kentucky Inspection Bureau, of which 
Charles EB. Springer is the manager. Mr. 
Springer is already preparing for the 
deluge of work which will descend upon 
his office as soon as the law goes into 
effect, and is prenarine to add largely to 
his clerical and field force. Even should 
the rate-making powers of the board be 
Suspended by federal injunction. it is 
possible that it will be found advisable 
to supply the new board with copies of 
schedules and rates covering the state, and 
in this event the bureau will take enough 
work to keep it busy twenty-four hours a 
day for some months to come. 

Arguments Are Heard 

Governor McCreary heard arguments 
for and against the bill last Thursday aft- 
ernoon, attorneys representing the insur- 
ance men and the advocates of the meas- 
ure journeyine to Frankfort for the sake 
of going over the ground heretofore cov- 
ered before legislative committees. A. J. 
Carroll, who has been the personal attor- 
ney of Mr. Zorn. spoke for the signing of 
the bill, emphasizing the belief that it is 
overwhelmingly popular, and that the 110- 
to-8 vote in its favor means that it is 
wanted by the people. John Marshall and 
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Helm Bruce, Louisville attorneys, argued 
that the measure is too radical, that it 
was adopted without due consideration, 
and that it would work hardship on the 
companies and ultimately on the public. 
After hearing arguments on both sides 
Governor McCreary said that he would 
make known his decision in a few days. 
Many Affect Louisville Board 

A question which is attracting some 
attention is what effect, if any, the in- 
stitution of state rates will have upon the 
rate-making powers of the _ Louisville 
Board. It is suggested that if rates are 
to be passed on and promulgated from 
Frankfort, there is no use having rates 
compiled by two organizations, and that 
in view of the largely increased expense 
of preparing rates it seems plausible to 
assume that this work will be done by one 
organization hereafter. While the subject 
has not been gone into thoroughly as yet, 
those in touch with the situation appear 
to take it for granted that something of 
this kind will happen, and that the 
chances favor the Louisville Board re- 
linquishing the duties incidental to com- 
piling rates. This, of course, is one of 
the points which will be determined en- 
tirely by future developments.

Hudson Bay Proposes to Make Deposit 
in California with W. B. Bierce 
as General Manager 





W. B. Bierce, formerly head of the 
Bierce & Sage general agency at De- 
troit, who went to Vancouver, B. C., 
as assistant manager of the Hudson 
Bay Insurance Company, has been 
made fire manager, which gives him 
entire charge of the underwriting so 
far as the fire insurance department is 
concerned. The company has placed 
about 5,000 additional shares of stock 
during the last two months. The com- 
pany on Dec. 31 had $320,924 assets, 
$65,806 reserve and $56,182 net surplus. 
Its premiums were $327,934 and its 
losses $153,101. It has just completed 
its new home office building which has 
been built on modern plans and which 
it will occupy for its own use.

The Hudson Bay has gotten quite an 
extensive Canadian plant, operating all 
the way from the maritime provinces 
to Vancouver Island. Mr. Bierce ex- 
presses himself as delighted with his 
work and prospects.

$1,000,000 capital and a like amount of 
surplus and all organization expenses 
have been limited to 7% percent. Wil- 
liam J. Davis is chairman of the organiz- 
ing committee and associated with him 
are R. J. Wynne, former assistant post- 
master general; William H. Ingersoll of 
dollar watch fame; Robert N. Harper and 
Eldridge E. Jordan, bankers; George W.

OHIO AND WEST VIRGINIA 


WEST VIRGINIA COMMISSIONS 


Companies May Make Trial of the Con- 
tingent —— Plan in This 
tate 











Perhaps the most interesting ques- 
tion before West Virginia insurance 
men is that of commissions and this 
will probably be settled within a short 
time. At present there is no generally 
adopted scale, though the graded plan 
without separation usually prevails. 
The West Virginia Fire Underwriters 
Association has recommended to the 
supervisory committee that a graded 
plan with separation be adopted. There 
is a general feeling among the com- 
panies that many local agents in West 
Virginia are too grasping on the sub- 
ject of commissions. ome of the 
agents claim that it costs more to get 
business in West Virginia owing to the 
fect that traveling is expensive and that 
many agents solicit business away from 
their home towns. West Virginia is in 
many respects a new country and the 
difficulties of the business are greater 
than usual in consequence. The moral 
hazard is large and rates generally are 
higher than in other fields, so that, on 
the other hand, a volume of premiums 
is more easily secured. 

Many are in favor of trying the plan 
of flat and contingent commissions in 
West Virginia, as advocated by Manager 
Shallcross, of the Royal, and other mana- 
gers at the West Virginia Association 
meeting who feel that by making the 
agents interested in the losses the moral 
hazard and the losses resulting from care- 
lessness should be cut down. The aver- 
age loss ratio in West Virginia last year 
was about 65 percent. The state is badly 
in need of a fire prevention campaign. 
The question of commissions will prob- 
ably be settled in the near future and 
opinion as to whether the flat and con- 
tingent or the graded plan with separa- 
tion, as recommended by the association, 
will be adopted appears to be about equal- 
ly divided. When the decision is made 
the promulgation will probably be made 
directly by the companies instead of the 
association, althougu the association will 
take action endorsing the plan adopted. 

It has been felt that West Virginia 
would be an excellent state in which to 
try out the flat and contingent plan not 
only on account of the high loss ratio and 
the large moral hazard, but because the 
state is supervised in part from all three 
of the important sections, the north, south 
and west, so that its operation will be 
practically under observation by compa- 
nies and managers in all parts of the 
country except in the far west. The 
lMome of New York is said to be one of 
the leading companies in favor of trying 
out the flat and contingent plan. The 
western men are pretty much in favor of 
the graded plan with separation, An an- 
nouncement of some kind by the super- 
yisory committee is expected soon. 





Agents Organizing Company 

Clement F. Souder of the local 
agency of H. S. Walbridge & Co., at 
Toledo, Ohio, is organizing a new fire 
company for that city, to be known as 
the Toledo National Fire. He is giv- 
ing his time and services gratis and 
promotion expenses will be held down 
to a minimum. Several other local 
agents are interested and their activity 
in the commercial club is giving the 
ew organization prestige among To- 
ledo business men. 





Incendiaries in West Virginia 

Since the acquittal of Jake Helsel, 
who had been previously convicted of 
arson and given a life sentence in the 
lower court of Mercer county, incen- 
diaries have been very active at Blue- 
held, W. Va. The Crocket-Graham 
block has been fired seven times, a 
dwelling totally destroyed and several 
other fires of a suspicious nature re- 
ported. State Fire Marshal Charles A. 
Ellison says in his monthly bulletin 
that these and other incendiary fires 
ate due, almost without exception, to 
overinsurance. He believes that if lo- 
cal agents were careful not to insure 
beyond the cash value of property all 
incendiary fires would cease and that 
the greatest cause of fires in West 
Virginia would be eliminated. He cites 
a report recently received by his de-

SPRINELERED RISKS 

An_ interesting question discussed at 
the West Virginia sire Underwriters’ As- 
sociation meeting was that on term rates 
for sprinklered business. There are now 
109 sprinklered risks in the state with 
prospects of many more to come. The 
business has to some extent gone to the 
mutuals because they have offered term 
rates. It is proposed to adopt the rate of 
1% &nnual premiums for two years 2% 
annual premiums for three years, 3 an- 
nual premiums for four years and 4 an- 
nual premiums for five years on buildings 
only, which is the same schedule in force 
as that in Western Union territory except 
that mercantiles are being written at 
three annual premiums for five years. 

The West Virginia association is the 
last of the old form of field men’s or- 
ganizations and as such its doings are of 
especial interest. 





DEATH OF WILLIAM H. RUNNELLS 

In the death of William H. Runnells, 
which took place Feb. 21, one of the old- 
est and best known fire insurance men of 
Cleveland passed away.

FIRE TOTAL IS STAGGERING 
Huge Losses in Ohio Shown in Fire 
Marshal 


’s Compilations—Figures 
for Year 





Staggering . totals of fires and fire 
losses in Ohio during January of the 
current year have been compiled in the 
office of the state fire marshal, though 
the reports for the month are by no 
means complete. It generally requires 
about three months to get in hand all 
the reports on which the monthly to- 
tals and averages are computed, and 
the aggregates thus established are 
generally regarded as within 10 per- 
cent of actual figures. Therefore, fig- 
ures for the month are likely to be 
still more impressive and disquieting. 

Reports to date are for 674 fires, with 
losses aggregating slightly more than 
$800,000 for the month, or about 18 
cents per capita of the state’s popula- 
tion. These figures compare with 380 
fires (full report), for losses of $350,- 
000, in January, 1911, or 7.3 cents per 
capita. 

During the first three weeks of Janu- 
ary, this year, fire losses in Cleveland, of 
sufficient magnitude to be carried in the 
news dispatches, aggregated enough to 
make a weekly per capita fractionally 
within 25 cents. What the small fires, 
those not large enough to be worthy of 
chronicling over the wires, amounted to, 
is only problematical, but undoubtedly 
would add materially to this tremendous 
waste, if the totals could be gathered. 

Only last week, during the twenty-four 
hours of March 2, scattered fires all over 
the state, sufficiently large to be regard- 
ed as telegraph news caused losses agegre- 
gating $175,000, or 3.62 cents per capita 
of the state’s population. 

Total fires and fire losses of last year 
have just been tabulated in the fire mar- 
shal’s office. There were 4,950 fires, for 
an aggregate of $5,700,000, in round num- 
bers, or $1.18 per capita of the state’s 
population, which, compared with about 
6,000 fires, for $6,900,000 during 1910, or 
per capita losses fractionally under $1.45. 
Though this year’s February figures are 
largely lacking, there is substantial evi- 
dence that the totals, though not up to 
those of January, will largely exceed 
those of February a year ago. If this 
is the case, it does not require a great 
stretch of the i tion to see an ag- 
gregate of $9,000,000 or $10,000,000 losses 
confronting the p y holding and un- 
derwriting interests of Ohio during 1912.

Fred Landerman, a Coshocton tinner, 
regarded as the chief suspect in the Ros- 
coe arson cases growing out of the tul- 
tion question in the village schools, died 
Tuesday as the result of poison taken 
Monday following a reexamination by a 
deputy fire marshal and the county prose- 
cutor. He had established an alibi in 
some of the cases, but is supposed to 
have been a pyromaniac. He had been in 
an asylum for the insane. 


Frankel Bros. is the style of a new 
general insurance firm that is preparing 
to begin business in Cleveland, with of- 
fices on the third floor of the New Eng- 
land building. The members are Charles 
and Henry Frankel. At present the com- 
panies represented in the Office are the 
Royal, Royal Indemnity and the Penn 
Mutual Life. The firm has become identi- 
fied with the Cleveland Insurance Ex- 
change through the purchase of Henry 
Lewis agency. 

Elmer Harbour, a wealthy resident of 
Pemberton and prominent in politics in 
Selby county, Ohio, was convicted on a 
charge of arson, Saturday at Sidney, after 
the jury had been out all night. He 
was convicted on the testimony of John 
Hickenbotham, a former merchant and 
postmaster, now serving a term in the 
Ohio penitentiary for procuring arson, 
who testified that he owed Harbour $590, 
and being unable to pay it, urged the 
latter to burn his store so that they 
could divide the insurance. 

Utica, a little glass factory town in 
Licking’ county, Ohio, has just had its 
second $60,090 fire within 90 days. Sat- 
urday the Central Window Glass Com- 

any’s plant burned, with $60,000 loss and 
$45,000 insurance. In December the Ad- 
vance Glass Companys’ plant burned with 
the same loss, but less insurance. The 
village has had five or six bad fires in 
the last couple of years, with losses ag- 
gregating close to quarter of a million. 
Saturday was a bad day for glass in- 
terests in Ohio, as the Owens Bottle Ma- 
chine Company’s plant at Toledo burned 
that day, with $100,000 loss, well insured.

We are going to give him a 
rousing reception and send out no- 
tices to all members of the National 
association in Michigan so that they 
can come in and enjoy with us the 
pleasure of seeing and listening to and 
eating with President Southgate. Put 
this down on your book of events: 
Southgate, Detroit, April 29, 1912. 


Special Agent’s Good Judgment—We 
were amused the other day to hear a 
special agent tell why he escaped a 
loss. He said he looked over a risk, 
but decided he had better not take it 
until the company got a mercantile re- 
port. He couldn’t see anything about 
the risk that was partrcularly objec- 
tionable, but he didn’t know much 
about the men, so thought he had bet- 
ter decline. Another fellow went up 
and things looked so good to him that 
he loaded up. The fire came and the 
special gave himself credit for saving 
his company $2,000. As a matter of 
fact, the man who suffered the loss 
was not a party to the fire at all. It 
started in another man’s part. He hap- 
pened to get into bad company, that’s 
all. How a special can take credit for 
a slip of this kind beats me. Of course, 
if he had accepted the line he would 
be out $2,000, but there was no earthly 
reason why he should decline. Just 
one of those fool slips, that’s all. Of 
course, his company congratulated him 
and he puts it on the credit side— 
$2,000. 








It came too easy—An insurance agent 
in our fair city had a queer experience— 
just a man coming into his office and 
wanting to get some insurance. That 
kind of thing looks bad these days. There 
are sO many who have commissions to sell 
insurance and they are such a busy lot 
that it looks sort of queer to have an 
applicant call. Any way the agent took 
a look at the stuff and decided to write 
a policy for $1,000, delivered the policy 
all right and began to spend the commis- 
sion. Last week he got notice of a loss 
under the policy and started quickly for 
the spot. He found the assured ready 
for a settlement and he said the loss 
would amount to about $600. In looking 
around for the cause the agent found a 
‘closet where wearing apparel was stored 
and where the fire evidently started. It 
showed clearly that the stuff had been 
set on fire, but the conclusive evidence 
rested in the hat boxes. This gentleman 
had plug hats, each in a big box by itself. 
There was no evidence of fire from the 
outside but the three plugs had been put 
out of business by the fire. The ques- 





tion came up as to how the hats inside the 
boxes burned and not even a smoke dam- 
age on the boxes. After talking the 
matter over, the insured decided not to 
make any claim and returned the policy. 


One agent stayed off—Another agent 
escaped quite a loss by looking before 
writing a policy. A party happened in his 
office and wanted $2,000 on stock on Mich- 
igan avenue. The agent did not know 
his customer, so asked what kind friend 
had told him to call. He said none, he 
just happened in. The agent said he 
would look over the stock and if satis- 
factory would write it. He did look and 
decided he would not gamble. Evidently 
another agent was not so careful, for the 
gentleman had a good hot fire a few days 
ago, enough to spoil the face of the 
policy. The first agent is congratulating 
his office but the second one is not so 
happy. 


Not much of a loss—Frank Vernor, spe- 
cial agent for the Queen in Michigan, has 
been in Harper hospital having an opera- 
tion performed. Frank did not want to 
lose his head, but the doctors told him 
it wouldn’t be much of a loss, that is, for 
the time he would be under the influence. 
Anyway, Frank got ready, laid himself 
out and the doctors finished the job. It 
was successful and in a few days he will 
be breathing easier. He is resting at 
home for a short time.

The Indianapolis agency of the Old

Emanuel Yoder, a farmer on trial at 
Elkhart, Ind., on a charge of burning a 
barn on the Beckley farm, nine miles 
northeast of that city, was acquitted last 
week. 

The severe weather of this winter is 
reflected in the number of fires in Indi- 
anapolis in January and February, 392 
as compared to 235 for the same months 
last year. 

The report of Chief Hilbrecht of the 
Fort Wayne, Ind., fire department shows 
that the fire loss in that city in 1911 
was $170,527, on which the insurance 
loss was $132, 522. 


The Remington Realty Company has 
been incorporated at Frankfort, Ind., to 
do a real estate and insurance business. 
The directors are A. E. Betts, J. A. Wash- 
burn and F’. Kelley. 

After burglarizing F. R. 
store at Algiers, Ind., robbers set fire to 
the building, causing a loss of $6.500, 
with $6,000 insurance. There were other 
losses on buildings nearby but no in- 
surance on them. 

Report has it that negotiations are on 
for the merger of two of the leading 
agencies in Indianapolis. The organiza- 
tion of another trust company in the 
city makes just one more obstacle the 
smaller kind of agencies have to content 
against. 

The police of Anderson, Ind., are inves- 
tigating two mysterious fires at the home 
of Mrs. Harry Goode, a widow, the same 
night, one in the kitchen at 1 o’clock and 
the other at 3:30 o’clock in a wardrobe, 
with no connection between the two fires. 
There was $450 insurance. 

It is said there are a half-dozen fire in- 
surance companies looking for local agents 
at Indianapolis and not finding them fast. 
It might not be difficult for the leading 
companies to get representation, if they 
needed it, but the smaller companies have 
trouble to find a happy home in Indian- 
apolis. 

The Aetna Trust Company, into which 
are merged the John Wocher & Bro., and 
the Rehm & Olin agencies, Indianapolis, 
was formally opened Monday, with a 
lavish display of flowers and handsomely 
equipped offices, in a building formerly 
occupied by one of the banks. The stock 
in the trust company was oversubscribed. 

The Indiana state board of forestry 
has sent out a bulletin warning farmers 
against the danger of forest fires during 
the spring season of forest cleaning 
which usually cause hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars loss. A fire started to 
clean out the underbrush has created 
more havoc in Indiana than thousands of 
the small fires in cities of the state.

IN ILLINOIS AND WISCONSIN 


INSPECTION WORK IS BEGUN 








Illinois State Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion Makes Successful Start in 
Reducing Fire Waste 





With a committee of thirty-five on 
hand Mattoon was inspected by the II- 
linois State Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion last week. After the city had been 
blocked off and assignments made 232 
buildings and 280 places of business 
were thoroughly gone over. Defects 
were reported in 84 instances and As- 
sistant Fire Marshal Morgaridge issued 
orders for improvements. Electric wir- 
ing and rubbish accumulations were 
the greatest offenders. The worst haz- 
ards discovered were a frame booth in 
a moving picture show and a collection 
of inflammables, including a grease bar- 
rel that was being melted out, on top 
the boiler in the Dole house, where all 
of the committee were stopping and 
where about 100 guests sleep each 
night. 

In the evening a public meeting was 
held and Mayor Guthrie presided. He 
expressed appreciation for the work 
that had been done and called upon a 
number of the inspectors for remarks. 
Joel W. Hubble of the Liverpool & 
London & Globe, president of the as- 
sociation, spoke on the national fire 
waste. W. E. Van Deventer, state 
agent for the Aetna, took up the de- 
fects that had been found in Mattoon 
and the audience heartily approved of 
his straight from the shoulder arraign- 
ment of conditions. Raymond Wal- 
dron of the Rochester German Under- 
writers, who is chairman of the law 
and ordinance committee, had gone 
over the building ordinances of the 
city during the day and he pointed out 
the need of additional and more strin- 
gent rules and regulations. E. 
Townsend, hydraulic inspector for the 
National board, was on hand and 
though he complimented the city on its 
water protection, advised a number of 
improvements. Following these ad- 
dresses a number of prominent citizens 
and city officials spoke. 

It has not been decided which city 
will be inspected next, but the local 
boards of Alton, Springfield and Otta- 
wa have extended special invitations to 
the association. 


Will Divide the Field 

Though plans have not been def- 
initely formulated it is not likely that 
a successor will be appointed to Pro- 
fessor H. H. Rassweiler, who has re- 
signed as state agent for the North 
America in Illinois.

CLEVELAND TO CARRY LINE 

Some of the companies belonging to the 
Western Insurance Bureau have either 
canceled off or notified their agents not 
to write the line of the Rock Island Plow 
Company at Rock Island, on which a _re- 
lief rate of 25 cents was secured. The 
line has been carried for two years by 
Johnson & Higgins, New York brokers, at 
85 cents, but will be taken care of by H. 
H. Cleveland at the lower figure for five 
years. The risk was recently rated by the 
Illinois Inspection Bureau at from 35 
cents to $1.55. The general form includes 
the lumber and other portions that are 
not sprinklered and the line amounts to 
$1,400,000. 

Much noise has been stirred up over 
the matter and charges are flung back 
and forth. It is alleged on the side of 
Mr. Cleveland that $700,000 had already 
been replaced, half with union and half 
with nonunion companies and through 
nine different agencies; that he engineered 
the deal by which the local agents re- 
gained the line and the assured, desiring 
to have but one man to deal with, in- 
sisted on the naming of one agent, who 
by the contract was Mr. Cleveland; and 
that furthermore it was understood that 
he should apportion this line as he saw 
fit. Those on the other side charge that 
Mr. Cleveland a one over” on the 
other agents in the deal and then de- 
clined to promise them what they con- 
sidered their fair share of the line.

STIR AGAINST STAMP CLERK 





St. Cloud Agents Had Manager Fisher 
of the General Inspection Com- 
pany Make an. Investigation 





St. Cloud, Minn., March 6—(Special) 
—-Quite a stir has been raised here over 
charges made against the stamping sec- 
retary, Miss Jennie A. Wegler, to the 
effect that she was copying valuable 
data from daily reports. It started a 
few days ago when an agent took a 
daily to her office to be stamped. He 
claimed that she took the name of as- 
sured, date of expiration, amount and 
so on. He conferred with other agents 
and two other agents made a visit to 
the office with dailies. They confirmed 
the charge of the first agent. A meet- 
ing of the agents was then called and 
much indignation was expressed. It 
was decided to send for Manager Wal- 
ter I. Fisher of the General Inspection 
Bureau of Minneapolis to come here 
and investigate. Miss Wegler had 
been apprised of his coming, although 
it was the understanding that he should 
come unannounced. After an investi- 
gation yesterday, Mr. Fisher burned 
the records she had made, in a grate 
in the city clerk’s office. 

When Miss Wegler was asked why she 
took dates of expiration she stated she 
was only carrying out instruction of for- 
mer secretary and was not intentionally 
doing anything wrong. Before Mr. Fisher 
left he instructed her not to take dates of 
expiration. When Miss Wegler was inter- 
viewed by The Western Underwriter re- 
porter she stated: “I feel very bad about 
this needless uprising among the agents. 
The only reason they had for doing this 
is a political one. There is a political 
force working against my employer, the 
city clerk, my brother and myself. Here- 


after I will not even take the name of 
the assured.” 





Twin City Takes Office 

The Twin City Fire of Minneapolis, 
which is now completing its arrange- 
ments toward engaging in business 
within a short time, has secured a lease 
upon the first floor on the Second ave- 
nue side of the proposed Elks’ building 
to be erected at Seventh street and 
Second avenue South.

EXPECTS TO UNCOVER GANG 
Confession of Hendons at Centerville, 


Iowa, | Be First Step 
in Revelations 








Fire Marshal Ole O. Roe of Iowa is 
anticipating sensational developments 
and the exposure of an organized band 
of firebugs following the confession of 
the Hendon Brothers at Centerville 
Iowa, in which they pteaded guilty of 
conspiracy to set fire to the elevator of 
A. C. Croft at Moulton. Although the 
pleas of guilty entered by the Hendons 
stopped a trial which was bringing out 
exceedingly sensational testimony, 
enough was uncovered to give the state 
fire marshal reason to believe that a 
further investigation will be fruitful. 
The trial of Croft, who owned the ele- 
vator, and who is charged with having 
hired the Hendons to start the blaze so 
as to collect insurance of $16,500, will 
come up later, but in view of the pleas 
of the Hendons, Fire Marshal Roe 
thinks Croft will be convicted. 

“The evidence at the trial has con- 
vinced me that there has been an or- 
ganized bunch of incendiaries in south- 
ern Iowa,” said Mr. Roe. “It may not 
be as bad as the gang which was run to 
earth some years ago, after defrauding 
insurance companies out of large 
amounts by fake fires and fake light- 
ning deaths of stock. But it is there. 
We shall not stop, but Deputy Tracey 
will continue to inspect conditions in 
that section of the state and we believe 
we will uncover the source of many 
fires thus far unkonwn. 


Give Up the Project 

George J. Delmege, former president 
of the Century Fire of Des Moines, and 
W. D. Skinner, former treasurer of the 
Hawkeye & Des Moines, have aban- 
doned their proposed Iowa fire com- 
pany. Conditions in Iowa are not 
found sufficiently encouraging to start 
another fire company. Mr. Delmege 
has gone on the road as lecturer for 
the League of Medical Freedom and 
becomes one of the state organizers. 
Mr. Skinner will start a mail order 
business in Des Moines and will deal 
particularly: with a new automobile tire 
repair outfit. Both are veteran Iowa 
insurance men who had long been in 
the field. 


ABRESTS ARE EXPECTED 

The state fire marshal and assistants 
and city detectives of Minneapolis have 
been conducting a searching investigation 
of the attempt at arson in the building at 
312-314 First avenue North.

In view of the situation, the as- 
sociation has decided to notify all custom- 
ers of members that credit will not be ex- 
tended unless proper insurance is taken 
out against losses by fire or other causes.

ADDRESSED COMMERCIAL CLUBS 

O. M. Thurber, of Fargo, N. D., secre- 
tary of the North Dakota State Fire Pre- 
vention Association, spoke to the North 
Dakota Federated Commercial Clubs in 
Grand Forks last week. From the sub- 
ject of how to secure lower insurance 
rates, he touched upon greater attention 
to fire prevention and the urgent need of 
the state having a fire marshal law. He 
charged that the last legislature refused 
to pass such a bill because it was thought 
that the law would benefit the insurance 
companies. He gave the per capita fire 
loss of North Dakota as $2.50 for 1911 
and felt sure that a rigid law, strictly en- 
forced, would make a marked difference. 
Of the fires in the state, 75 percent are 
preventable and 16 percent are due to 
careless use of parlor matches, while 
about 35 percent of them are incendiary. 
He stated that rates of insurance in the 
state are two or three times what they 
are in Minnesota, and it is largely be- 
cause the state is not as well equipped to 
fight fire.

BIG VERDICT WAS RECOVERED 
Harry G. Gaus Gets Finding for $50,500 


in Suit for False Arrest at 
St. Louis 























A verdict of $50,500 has been recov- 
ered against the companies belonging 
to the St. Louis Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau and H. C. Henly, manager, by 
Harry G. Gaus, who was arrested on 
suspicion of arson a few days after 
the burning of the planing mill of 
Henry Gaus & Son Company, near 
St. Louis. 

The suit was one for damages for 
false arrest and imprisonment, it be- 
ing charged that, at the direction of 
Henly, the agent for the associated 
companies, the police department ar- 
rested Gaus several days after a fire 
which wiped out the planing mill.

One of these was 
former Chief of Police Creecy, who tes- 
tified that when Henly turned the case 
over to him he (Henly) was particular 
to say he had gone as far as he could 
with the investigation he had made of 
the fire and its circumstances and that 
further developments rested with the 
police. Former Chief of Detectives 
Smith testified that Henly insisted 
upon the arrest of Gaus.

GET AFTER THE LOCAL AGENT 
Tennessee Department Is Making It 


Warm for Those Who Place 
Unauthorized Insurance 











Great interest has been aroused in 
Tennessee by the arrest, on a warrant 
sworn out by State Fire Marshal John 
Oliver, of J. M. Pendleton, of Alex- 
andria, Tenn., on the charge of selling 
fire insurance in a company not author- 
ized to do business in the state. It is 
charged that the policy referred to was 
issued March 21, 1910, on the store of 
Dm ?P. Robertson, a general merchant 
located ten miles from Cookeville, 
Tenn. The policy was in the Integrity 
Mutual Fire of Philadelphia. The store 
burned Oct. 11, 1910; and the policy 
was turned over to a wholesale grocery 
company to secure an account. It was 
then found ‘to be worthless, it is 
alleged, and discovery was made that 
the company had failed and was unable 
to take care of any of the business 
which had been placed in it. The in- 
surance department has been making 
an investigation of the matter for some 
time, and announces that the case will 
be vigorously prosecuted. 

The arrest lends interest to the in- 
vestigation into the alleged action of 
three Memphis, Tenn., agents in plac- 
ing business in unauthorized compa- 
nies. Their licenses have been held 
up, and they have been visiting Nash- 
ville for the purpose of conferring with 
‘the insurance department and learning 
what could be done to straighten the 
matter out.

no need for special action at this time. 
Your committee reports that if changes 
are to be made it be only after due con- 
sideration of all classes individually and 
collectively.” This is called the majority 
report. It was signed by four members 
of a committee of nine. 
Minority Report 

Another report, called the minority re- 
port, was as follows: 

“It is our best judgment that rates on 
frame dwellings should be reduced from 
40, 80 and $1.20 to 35, 70 and $1.05 for one, 
three and five years respectively. That 
rates on small stores should have careful 
consideration and the rates on what is 
known as mercantile business should not 
be changed unless such change be brought 
about by a strict application of the sched- 
ule.” This also was signed by four mem- 
bers of the committee. The ninth member 
did not sign either. The whole matter 
was laid on the table and the committee 
discharged. 

Adopted “60” Table 

President Durand told of the adoption 
of the Dean schedule in 1907 and said 
that the companies insisted on placing 
Milwaukee on the “70” table and that the 
board stood out against this and insisted 
upon the “60” table, which was the lowest 
table and made a difference in the rate fora 
basis one-story brick building of 5 cents, 
the “70” basis rate being 38 cents and the 
“60” basis rate being 33 cents. A commit- 
tee of local agents visited different cities, 
including St. Louis, Omaha, Kansas City, 
St. Paul, Cleveland and Detroit, and 
brought back reports which secured the 
adoption of the “60” table. 

This resulted in a very considerable 
saving in rates to Milwaukee and it was 
his opinion that the adoption of the Dean 
schedule resulted in a very general reduc- 
tion of mercantile rates. 

Jurisdiction of the Board 

The board has exclusive control over the 
making of rates and compels adherence to 
the rates made. Every agent doing busi- 
ness for stock companies is a member of 
the board and the board regulations are 
lived up to. The cost of joining the board 
is a tax of $100 and an initiation fee of 
$100. The principal expenses of the board 
are borne by an assessment of 1 percent 
on the premiums collected in Milwaukee. 
The board also operates the fire patrol, 
which is maintained by an assessment on 
the companies of 16/10 percent on the 
premiums. This is paid by all the author- 
ized stock companies, but nothing is con- 
tributed by the unauthorized outside mu- 
tuals, interinsurers or Lloyds, or by the 
local mutuals. The fire patrol extends 
its protection to all property without re- 
gard to who writes the insurance or 
whether it is insured at all. Besides the 
board maintains an electrical inspector 
and a sprinkler expert in addition to its 
force of inspectors who make the surveys 
for the rates. The rates made by George 
Heaney are talked over with the agents 
and the insured, and are approved by the 
board without question at each monthly 
meeting. This action is final and there is

in determining Milwaukee rates than any 
other member of the local board. 
Mayor Seidel as Witness 
Rigid inspection of all manufacturing 
and mercantile property was advocated 
by witnesses before the commission as 
the most immediate method of reducing 
the fire waste. The hearing on Wednes- 
day was opened with Mayor Seidel of 
Milwaukee, who told of the different city 
departments having something to do with 
the manner of fire protection and fire 
prevention. He told of insisting in the 
appointment of Carl F. Ringer as build- 
ing inspector that the work of pushing 
the building code should be undertaken 
promptly and that as a result some eight 
or nine ordinances had been prepared and 
adopted by the city council and others 
were being prepared. 
Pire Department Inspection 
He urged regular inspection through 
the fire department and believed that such 
inspection could be made with little or 
no increase in the force. He spoke of 
the system he had observed in Berlin 
where periodical inspections were made 
without notice jointly by a member of 
the police department and a member of 
the fire department and called attention 
to the need of more summary authority 
for handling cases of violation in a man- 
ner similar to that exercised in Europe. 
He said this did not involve the neces- 
sity of branding the offender as a crimi- 
nal, but that the exaction of a fine was 
more in the nature of a forfeiture, which 
involved no disgrace and from which an 
appeal could be had. 
Milwaukee and Berlin 
He said, however that in the German 
experience the owner of the property 
generally conceded that the penalty was 
just and that there was little or no 
trouble. He compared the cost of main- 
taining the Milwaukee fire department, 
amounting to about $725,000, with the fire 
loss of about a million dollars as against 
a cost for each item of less than one- 
third these amounts for Berlin with over 
five times the population. He said, how- 
ever, that salaries were less in Berlin and 
hence this did not indicate exactly the 
relative number of men employed. 
Carl F. Ringer Testifies 
Carl F. Ringer, Milwaukee building in- 
spector, testified to the difficulties of se- 
curing proper construction under the old 
building ordinances and said that a large 
part of the work consisted in eliminat- 
ing the uncertainty of the present or- 
dinances. He said that recently much 
progress had been made on the new build- 
ing code. This matter was left to be 
taken up at a later session when other 
members of the commission will be ex- 
amined. He spoke of the great impor- 
tance of enclosing stairways and eleva- 
tor shafts and said that this was being 
provided for in an ordinance now being 
drafted. 
J. B. Sullivan is Called 
J. R. Sullivan, sprinkler expert of the 
Milwaukee Board of Underwriters, also 
urged the immediate need of inspection. 
He said that he personally inspected the 
120 and more risks in Milwaukee equipped 
with sprinklers and that such inspection 
was made three or four times a year and 
consisted in thoroughly going over every 
part of the equipment. He estimated 
that over $75,000,000 of property was so 
protected. He gave in detail the larger 
losses on sprinklered risks in Milwaukee 
since the installation of sprinklers, dis- 
closing that there had been no fire losses 
of consequence to property actually pro- 
tected by sprinkler. 
The heaviest loss was caused at the 
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Johns-Manville fire by the walls falling 
over on an adjoining sprinklered building, 
entailing about a $50,000 loss, charged to 
the sprinkler account, without there be- 
ing any fire in the building sprinklered. 
Sprinklers had been installed in Milwau- 
kee since about 1887 and about 40 risks 
were so equipped when he went with the 
local board in 1896. He said that the 
installation of sprinkler equipments had 
reduced the fire premium about on the 
average of 60 percent or 80 percent and 
that he knew of one case where the sav- 
ing in premeium paid for the equipment 
in three years. The equipment in this 
case cost $50,000. 
More Hearings This Week 

The commission will continue its hear- 
ings with representatives of the Milwau- 
kee Association of Credit Men Thursday 
and if time permits will take up the local 
board again on Friday and then adjourn 
until some time in April, when the ques- 
tion of local agents’ qualifications, com- 
missions, expenses and unauthorized in- 
surance will be taken up at Milwaukee. 

Griffing on the Stand 

At the hearings of the Wisconsin com- 
mittee at Milwaukee last week, H. C. 
Griffing, manager of the Wisconsin In- 
spection Bureau, was a witness on Thurs- 
day. Regarding basis rates for the state, 
Mr. Griffing said the “50” table is being 
used, instead of the “60” table, as brought 
out in the testimony of A. F. Dean, asso- 
ciate western manager of the Springfield 
and author of the analytic system of rat- 
ing, and J. V. Parker, manager of the 
Western Actuarial Bureau. 

Mr. Griffing expressed his opinion that 
classification of risks would be of value 
in determining the basis rates for the 
state, but it did not appear whether 
classification under the schedule or classi- 
fication as now kept by the companies 
was meant. 

Reductions in Dwellings 

A general reduction in dwelling house 
rates from 40 to 35 cents and from 50 
to 40 cents was published in June, 1909, 
Mr. Griffing testified. These rates were 
sent out to every agent in the state, July 
19, 1910, he said. This action was taken 
after the matter had been considered with 
the managers of the various companies 
and had received their approval. 

The rate used from 1902 to 1908 on mer- 
cantile risks in Wisconsin was what was 
called an advisory tariff compiled from 
reports of Wisconsin Field Men’s Club, 
he said. 

A general rerating of the state was 
made about 1902, due to a general in- 
crease of about 25 percent in rates, about 
1900, he explained. This was due, he 
said, to a general loss ratio in premiums 
throughout the country. Before the re- 
rating, a general flat increase of 25 per- 
cent had been applied to all risks in the 
state. This was adopted by the Wiscon- 
sin Field Men’s Club. Some cities, how- 
ever, did not adopt this increase, while 
others adopted a partial increase, he ex- 
plained. ‘ 


Agents Opposed New Rate 

He cited an instance where a certain 
risk in Fond du Lac was given the rate 
of 75 cents, but the local board made such 
a strenuous objection that it was put 
back to the old rate of $1.50, which still 
remains the rate. 

At one time the state was divided into 
northern and southern sections by an 
imaginary line running just north of 
Manitowoc. This has been abolished by 
him, he said. The classification of cities 
as regards fire protection is made accord- 
ing to specifications laid down by the 
Western Union. 

In establishing a basis rate for Wiscon- 
sin Mr. Griffing consulted with the man- 
agers of Western Union companies in 
Chicago, while managers of local Wis- 
consin companies were not consulted, he 


said. 
Tells of Milwaukee Rates 


George E. Heaney, superintendent of 
the Milwaukee Board of Fire Under- 
writers, testified on local insurance condi- 
tions Friday afternoon before the investi- 
gating committee. 

Insurance companies, he said, welcomed 





with open arms of 
sprinkler systems, 

Mr. Heaney said that he consulted with 
owners of large risks every year or two. 
In almost every instance, unnecessary 
hazards were pointed out in an effort to 
reduce the rate. He gave a list of local 
concerns where sprinkler systems and 
standard electric wiring were installed 
at the suggestion of inspectors. 

Converted Into Good Money 

He cited an instance where a recom- 
mendation was made to enclose elevator 
shafts to reduce the rate. This was not 
done and the result was that when fire 
occurred, much old stock was converted 
into good insurance money. 

Fire walls and wire glass windows are 
favored here, he_ said. Shutters are 
tabooed, because they cannot be opened 
readily and in fires have occasioned large 
losses. 

All changes in rates that are made by 
Mr. Heaney or any of his raters go into 
effect as soon as made and are formally 
adopted once a month, at the regular 
meeting of the Milwaukee board. He said 
that to his knowledge the board had 
never changed nor rejected any rate so 
made. 

A change in dwelling house rates at 
Milwaukee was contemplated about a year 
and one-half ago, but owing to the pos- 
sible appointment of an investigating 
committee by the legislature, then in ses- 
sion, the Milwaukee board decided to let 
the matter rest, he said. 


Milwaukee Dwelling Bates 


Large agencies favored the reduction 
in dwelling house rates, while the small

' agents opposed it, he said. Owing to this 


conflicting opinion he did not urge the 
reduction very strenuously, he said. The 
rate at the present time on a frame build- 
ing is 40 cents for $100 for one year. 
The reduction suggested was to 35 cents, 
he said, and even as low as 30 cents. 

He thought that such reduction in pre- 
mium would need a policy charge restored 
in order to compensate the agents suf- 
ficiently, but on being quizzed further, 
changed this opinion. The saving to the 
insured on the 35 cent rate being one- 
eighth of the present premium, while the 
agent would lose but one-eighth of his 
commission, he admitted. He also agreed 
with Commissioner Ekern that a business 
paying as high as 40 percent commission 
to agents ought to be a fairly profitable 
business, which should justify the above 
suggested reduction in premium rates. 

The Wisconsin Inspection Bureau three 
years ago recommended the reduction in 
rates to 35 cents, and the same has been 
adopted in many state cities. Thus the 
rest of the cities in the state come under 
a lower rate than Milwaukee. 

The members of the committee Friday 
morning visited the offices of the Wis- 
consin Inspection Bureau, and the Mil- 
waukee Board of Fire Underwriters. 

Ownership of the Schedule 

During his testimony earlier in_ the 
week, A. V. Parker, manager of the West- 
ern Actuarial Bureau of Chicago, ex- 
plained the ownership of the Dean sched- 
ule. He said that the schedule is owned 
by trustees, from whom he holds a ten 
year lease. At the end of that time the 
schedule, with all additions, reverts to 
the trustees. 





ANOTHER SPRINKLERED LOSS 

Another heavy loss on a plant 
equipped with automatic sprinklers was 
sustained in the fire that destroyed 
the Owens Bottle Machine factory at 
Toledo, Ohio. It is reported that a 
gas explosion put the equipment out 
of commission and started the fire. 
This shows one hazard that sprinkler 
equipments cannot protect. 





Following the report of the fire compa- 
nies in Tennessee, figures compiled for 
Nashville alone indicate that the loss 
ratio was 80 percent. Premiums for 1911 
amounted to $755,000, against losses of 
$654,000.

While this sort of thing is merely 
an evidence of the closeness of the 
tie that binds life men in the associa- 
tion to each other, and is by no means 
the most important side of its work, 
it is ample demonstration of the fact 
that as a result of the efforts of asso- 
ciation men, life underwriters are work- 
ing together rather than opposing their 
fellows in the business.

J. J. Parker, the star writer of the 
Cleveland office of the New York Life, 
delivered the fourth lecture of the 
course at Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, having been called upon to 
take the place of President J. M. Hol- 
combe of the Phoenix Mutual Life, 
who found it impossible to be there at 
that time. Mr. Parker talked upon 
The Humane Side of Life Insurance.” 
As he is credited with writing $17,000,- 
000 business in the past twenty-five 
years, Mr. Parker is well qualified to 


os upon any phase of business-get- 
ing. 
Protection of the Family 
at Parker did not attempt to discuss 
life insurance from a technical stand- 
point, but confined his talk to the possibil- 
ities of bringing the sentimental side of 
man up to the point where he will be com- 
pelled to recognize his duties to his fam- 
ily and those others who may be de- 
pendent upon him. Many instances were 
cited to show that he will face any dan- 
ger or go to any lengths to protect the 
family and make it possible for its mem- 
bers to enjoy the comforts of life and the 
younger ones to prepare for the duties of 
a higher and better manhood and woman- 
hood in the future. To most men the 
benefits of life insurance are not apparent, 
among the many other things necessary 
to secure the desired results, until they 
are called to their attention and impressed 
upon them. But the fact that men 
struggle so hard to place their families in 
better circumstances indicates the great 
love that exists, or the humane side of 
man, and it is on these lines that he may

he speaker went back to nature and 
the jealous care exercised by animals over 
the young and drew a picture of the same 
care bestowed by man, only in a higher 
and more intelligent manner. There is 
little difference in the origin and cause 
of this feeling and care, he said, but in 
the final exercise of the natural impulse 
and the intelligent course taken to secure 
protection, the difference arises. Men are 
willing to do anything that intelligence 
tells them will be of benefit to the family 
and dependent ones. The life insurance 
man need onlv show them these benefits 
and there is little cause for fearing that 
he will not be able finally to furnish the 
protection, aid the man in his laudable 
purpose and in the even add to his own 
comforts and those of his family. 

Mr. Parker referred to a period 200 
years azo. when people banded together 
and contributed so much each for each 
feath that occurred within that circle. 
That was the simplest form of life in- 
surance, but at the same time it was the 
same kind of protection that is given now, 
with the excention of the impreenable 
guarantee that is given by the great com- 
panies that stand behind the agreements 
at the present time.

ADDRESS BY ALFRED HURRELL 


Attorney for the Life Presidents’ Asso- 
ciation Talks to the Syracuse 
Life Underwriters 


Alfred Hurrell, attorney for the Life 
Insurance Presidents’ Association, ad- 
dressed the Syracuse Life Underwrit- 
ers’ Association Saturday evening, say- 
ing in part:

It is all a question of whose ox is gored, 
but this much we know—it is he who is 
thrifty and saving who is the responsible 
and conservative citizen, while the prod- 
igals of high and low estate constitute 
the riff-raff of society. 

If the nation is “suffering” from any- 
thing, it is not the concentration of wealth 
in the hands of the few, but in the fail 
ure of the many to make any effort to 
concentrate a little of the wealth which 
lightly slips through their fingers. f 
one could, today, “unscramble the eggs 
and make a per capita redistribution of 
the wealth of the country, in a few years 
from now the eo would be pos- 
sessed again of what the improvident 
carelessly failed to husband.

INTEREST IN THE RULING 


LICENSES FOR THE HELPERS 





Life Men Seeking Light on the Re- 
quirements of the Illinois Insur- 
ance Department 





Several general agents of outside life 
companies doing business in Illinois 
have asked Superintendent Potter re- 
cently for a further construction of 
Section 23 of the life law of Illinois 
with special reference to the necessity, 
if any, of obtaining an agent’s license 
for “helpers” or “pluggers” as they are 
called by the fraternity. 

One general agent advised the su- 
perintendent that he had placed rate 
books in the hands of many parties 
through his territory without leaving 
any blank applications with them, or 
making any provision for the taking of 
applications by these men. The busi- 
ness done for the company by these 
helpers is to quote rates and give the 
regular agents of the company a list of 
prospects, etc. 

Must Be Decided on Merits 

Superintendent Potter holds that each 
individual case of this kind must be de- 
cided upon its own merits and circum- 
stances. He is of the opinion that the 
holder of a rate book will be of little 
or no value to a company unless he not 
only quotes the rates, but advises the 

rospect that the company or association 
8 a good one and worthy of his con- 
fidence. Much will undoubtedly be said 
by the helper with a view of inducing the 
ge nee to take insurance with the regu- 
ar agent when he is in the vicinity. If 
this sort of thing is not done by the 
helper his services would be of but little 
or no value to the general agent who 
employs him. 
What the Act Comprises 

The first sentence of Section 23 of the 
life act is to the effect that “Whoever 
solicits insurance on behalf of any life 
company not chartered by and not es- 
tablished within this state, shall be held 
to be an agent of such company to all 
intents and purposes.” Whether or not 
a helper is an agent under the meaning 
of the law will depend entirely upon 
what he says or does for the company 
because of the use of the word “solicits” 
in the act. 

The gist of the holding is that in most 
cases undoubtedly a helper is a solicitor 
according to the terms of the act, and, 
if so, an agent’s license must be obtained 
for him or he will be in danger of the 
penalty imposed by section 24.

WILL FIGHT WISCONSIN TAX 





Northwestern Mutual Pays Big Sum 
Under Protest and Hints at 
Court Action 





Declaring the Wisconsin law relat- 
ing to the taxation of life insurance com- 
panies to be unconstitutional and giving 
hint of probable action in the federal 
courts, the Northwestern Mutual Life 
has paid under protest its Wisconsin 
ax for 1912, amounting to $482,193.23. 
This tax is larger than the total tax 
paid by the company in all other states 
combined. 

The protest, signed by President 
George C. Markham, declares the Wis- 
consin law unconstitutional on the fol- 
lowing grounds: 

That it infringes on the rule of the 
Wisconsin constitution, which requires 
that taxes be uniform, and on the fed- 
eral constitution in that it denies the 
company equal protection of the laws. 

That it contravenes the federal con- 
stitution in that it is a burden on in- 
terstate commerce in the fact that it 
imposes a tax which is borne in part 
by policyholders outside of the state 
and thus imposes a condition on the 
commercial activities of the company 
contrary to the terms of the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

That it is discriminatory between the 
Northwestern Mutual Life and other 
companies engaged in a like business 
under like conditions. 

That the to: is arbitrary and exces- 
sive, supporting this statement by the 
claim of the Wisconsin tax commis- 
sion.

A little over 
a year ago he resigned to become an 
ordinary soliciting agent for the Equit- 
able of Iowa, attached to the Pitts- 
burgh general agency.

History of the McCue Case 


Owing to the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court upholding the 
Northwestern Mutual in denying lia- 
bility on the claim of the estate of 
James S. McCue, who was hanged for 
murder, there has been some interest 
in the history of the case. Field Notes 
says: 

As of date March 16, 1904, this company 
issued a policy of $15,000 on the renew- 
able term plan to James 8. 
mayor of Charlottesvill 
beneficiary was designa by name the 
policy was issued payable to the “exec- 
utors, administrators or assigns” of the 
insured. On Feb. 10, 1905, McCue was 
executed for the murder of his wife. 
fore his death he confessed his ilt. 
Claim being made the company refused 
to pay in the belief that no legal liabil- 
ity existed. There being no legal obli- 
gation to pay, the officers of the North- 
western could find no grounds to justify 
such use of the funds of its policyholders. 
Payment of a claim where no legal liabil- 
ity exists, either to avoid hostile criticism 
or from motives of sentiment, would 
amount to a gift or favor not within the 
discretion of the management of a mutual 
company and any policyholder would have 
a legitimate right to object. 

This case was first tried in the United 
States circuit court which, in deciding in 
favor of the company, followed the sim- 
ilar case of Burt vs. Union Central Life 
decided December 19, 1902 (187 U. S. Re- 
ports 362) where the United States Su- 
preme Court said “Public policy forbids 
the insertion in a contract of a condition 
which would tend to induce crime and 
as it forbids the introduction of such a 
stipulation it also forbids the enforce- 
ment of a contract under circumstances 
which cannot be lawfully stipulated for.” 

The case was then taken to the United 
States circuit court of appeals where the 
decision of the circuit court was reversed 
by a divided bench on the ground that,

During 1910 the policyholders of 
American life insurance companies paid 
the enormous sum of $13,032,560 in taxes, 
licenses and fees, and during 1911 an even 
larger sum was paid out, but complete re- 
turns are not as yet available. Since all 
insurance taxes are paid by the insured, 
the question of overtaxation is one of 
truly momentous importance to every 
policyholder, whose hearty cooperation is 
required to bring about a much-needed 
and most desirable reform.”

Liability Men Concluding That Em- 
ployers Better Accept Compensa- 
tion Provisions of the Statute 





The committee of Chicago liability 
men which went east last week had a 
conference with the rating committee 
of the Workmen’s Compensation Serv- 
ice & Information Bureau in Hartford, 
on Friday. As a result the situation in 
Chicago is becoming clearer and it is 
likely that from now on the general 
advice to employers will be to accept 
the compensation provisions of the law, 
which will become effective on May 1. 
This conclusion is being reached by 
reason of its becoming known that in 
all probability the bureau will issue the 
same rates in Illinois for liability insur- 
ance with $5,000-10,000 limits as for 
workmen’s compensation insurance. 
The employer being given his choice of 
the two kinds of protection at the same 
cost, the liability men figure that he 
will be better served by taking a com- 
pensation policy. It will give him full 
protection, while, if he takes a liability 
policy with the limits mentioned, there 
is considerable danger that in case of 
bad accidents he will have a large 
amount to pay himself. Furthermore 
it is figured that as a matter of human- 
ity and of public policy he would bet- 
ter have his employes compensated for 
all injuries at the rate named in the 
law than to have much of the money 
he would spend for insurance go to 
fighting cases in courts. 

Will Explain the Law 

The Workmen’s Compensation & 
Information Bureau, as soon as pos- 
sible, will get out an explanation of the 
law. This will be submitted to Super- 
intendent Potter for approval before 
publication, as the companies desire to 
avoid any such a controversy as arose 
in Wisconsin, where the insurance de- 
partment objected to their exposition 
of the law as set forth in the rate 
manuals. 

Friends of workmen’s compensation in 
Wisconsin were aggrieved at what they 
terined the hostility shown by the com- 
panies to compensation in making the 
rates for it so much higher than the 
liability rates as they did. It is possible 
that this differential was too great, as it 
is said that the companies are having a 
worse experience on liability insurance 
since the compensation law went into ef- 
fect than they had expected and that the 
liability rates in that state are proving 
rather too low. 

Differences in Laws 

The Wisconsin law only partially de- 
stroys the defense of contributory negli- 
gence where the employer elects not to 
pay compensation, while the law of IIlli- 
nois wipes out the three great common 
law defenses under such circumstances. 
Therefore it is fair to presume that the 
liability rates in Illinois would be higher 
than those in’ Wisconsin. On the other 
hand the law of Illinois does not provide 
for compensation on as high a scale as 
does that of Wisconsin and on this ac- 
count the compensation rates in Illinois 
presumably would be lower than those 
in Wisconsin. Thus the differential ex- 
isting in Wisconsin would largely or 
wholly disappear in Illinois, and it is 
understood that the bureau has decided 
that it should be wiped out entirely in 
Tilinois, 

The new rates are expected about April 
1. Very little information about them is 
available at this time as they are still 
in a tentative form and only trouble 
would be caused by giving out informa- 
tion which might have to be changed after 
action had been based upon it by agents 
or assured. 

May Organize New 

The Illinois Manufacturers ’Association 
has not yet decided what it will do. A 
committee of that organization for some 
months has been considering the organi- 
zation of a stock casualty company un- 
der the laws of Illinois to write the 
workmen’s compensation insurance of its 
stockholders without the employment of 
agents. On Monday five or six hundred 








members of the organization had lunch- 
eon at the Hotel Sherman in Chicago and 
discussed this question among others. One 
member in particular indulged in some 
very foolish talk about the profits made 
by the Hability companies in Illinois. Sev- 
eral urged the organization of the pro- 
posed company. About nine-tenths of 
those who remained till the vote was 
taken voted against action until the 
casualty companies publish their new 
Illinois rates. Action therefore will not 
~ taken until some time in April, if it is 
en. 


Reduction of Commissions. 


It appears to be generally understood 
among liability men that with the new 
rates will come a reduction in commis- 
sions. What the new scale will be, no- 
body seems to know definitely. It is stated 
that when the New Jersey compensation 
law became effective and the new rates 
were promulgated commissions were re- 
duced to 17% percent for general agents 
and 12% percent for brokers. Some lia- 
bility men think a serious mistake was 
made in not adopting a similar course 
when the new rates were made effective in 
Wisconsin last fall. The exact scale of 
commissions does not appear to have been 
agreed upon for Illinois, as different fig- 
ures are named. 

Rates Experimental 

A short time ago New Jersey passed 
through just such a situation as is now 
on in Illinois. The advance in rates 
made necessary by the compensation law 
resulted in a loud protest from employ- 
ers. One of them, a member of the com- 
mission which drafted the law, refused to 
pay the rates and undertook to carry his 
own risk. A brief experience was enough. 
It is stated that he is now back in his 
old company and that he has made the 
assertion that the effects of the law are 
so much more far-reaching than was ex- 
pected that he doubts whether the com- 
panies’ present rates are going to prove 
adequate. 

It is admitted by liability men them- 
selves that any rates promulgated are 
more or less experimental. The bureau 
measures the hazard to the best of its 
ability by the past experiences of the 
companies, but many elements enter in 
which cannot be measured. For example, 
it is stated that where compensation laws 
are in effect, employes who are not en- 
titled to compensation by reason of their 
employments not being covered or their 
employers having elected not to pay com- 
pensation, demand it nevertheless, and if 
they do not get it without a fight they 
go to court to get all they can. 

Misinformation Makes Trouble 

A feature that makes the situation in 
Illinois harder to handle is the bold as- 
sertions made by persons who are unin- 
formed or misinformed. For example, one 
man recently stated at a meeting of em- 
ployers that only a few thousand acci- 
dents occur annually in the mines and 
factories of Illinois. He based this on 
the accidents reported to the state bureau 
of labor statistics. A _ single liability 
company got more notices of accidents 
last year, several times over, than the 
number he named and it does only a 
relatively small part of the total lia- 
bility business of the state. Such as- 
sertions make employers think that in- 
surance companies should be able to grant 
workmen’s compensation insurance at low 
rates, when those who have studied the 
subject more carefully and secured their 
information from more accurate sources 
are convinced that compensation for in- 
dustrial accidents is bound to be very 
expensive, whether it be paid by employ- 
ers individually or cooperatively, through 
insurance companies, under compensation 
provisions or under the law of negligence 
with the principal defenses wiped out.

TOO MUCH TROUBLE AT HOME 





Plate Glass Companies Have Work 
' Enough in New York to Keep 
Them Busy 





New York, March 4—(Special Corre- 
spondence)—There is not much likeli- 
hood that the Plate Glass Service & 
Information Bureau will take up the 
Chicago situation for some time to 
come. The bureau is having troubles 
hearer home sufficient to occupy its at- 
tention. Its plans in New York have 
not worked out satisfactorily. It has 
spent considerable money ing out 
new rating schemes only to nd that 
they produced results for which the 
companies themselves would not stand. 
It has tried to regulate brokerage and 
the number of agents each company is 
to have and now the Great Eastern 
Casualty has retired from the bureau 
and declared its intention to protect its 
own interests, so it looks like more 
trouble ahead. 

Too Much to Lose by Change 


Although a Chicago committee was 
appointed months ago and did some 
work, the folly of trying to clean up 
Chicago when they have not yet been 
able to get their home town in order 
seems to be sufficiently recognized by 
the company officers to prevent any ac- 
tion in regard to the western metrop- 
olis for some time to come. Even if 
New York should be patched up again, 
it likely would take months to work 
out a plan for Chicago which would be 
generally accepted. There are some 
companies which have a good business 
in Chicago, have made money in the 
past and are doing so now. There are 
others which have not made money and 
are not doing so now. This latter class 
doubtless would like to have drastic 
measures taken to clean up Chicago; 
they have much to gain and nothing to 
lose by such a course. On the other 
hand, the companies that are making 
money now have much to lose by any 
serious shake-up. They are not likely 
to consent readily either to a sharp ad- 
vance in rates on business which is

yielding them a fair profit at present 
rates, nor are they likely to consent to 
cut off agency connections they have 
been years in forming and to turn these 
connections over to the new companies 
in the field, as they would virtually do 
by limiting to a small number the agen- 
cies each company may have. 
Mo Money for Experiments 

Considering the not very satisfactory 
results accomplished in New York 
after the expenditure of considerable 
money and the further fact that loss 
ratios are high, there would be opposi- 
tion to any plan for Chicago which en- 
tailed the expenditure of much money. 
And even if the companies were con- 
vinced that the money would come 
back in improved conditions, what plan 
could be adopted? If they have not 
been able yet to get a rating scheme 
which would work satisfactorily in New 
York, under the personal observation 
of the officers of the companies, what 
show would there be for better results 
in Chicago? 

No, there will be nothing doing in 
Chicago for some time, according to 
present indications.

St. Louis Liability Men Adopt Meas- 
ures to Prevent Granting Insur- 
ance to Reckless Drivers 








St. Louis, March 5—(Special)— 
Through arrangements made by the 
casualty companies writing automobile 
liability insurance the police depart- 
ment of St. Louis will report to one 
individual, whose name is being kept 
secret because of the feeling which may 
creep out over rejected applications, 
the names of all automobile operators 





who are known to be habitually care- 
less in handling machines. This is for 
the purpose of showing Superintendent 
Blake that the chauffeurs responsible 
for accidents are not those who are in- 
sured, but rather the irresponsible ones. 

The liability companies are also go- 
ing to include in the list of questions 
to be asked applicants hereafter 
whether they have ever been arrested 
for careless or fast driving and whether 
they have ever been in police court on 
charges arising from recklessness in 
operating a motor car. If they answer 
yes their records are going to be thor- 
oughly investigated before they are ac- 
cepted. 

The companies writing liability poli- 
cies on physicians and druggists have 
ceased to cover except for the actual 
defense cases arising out of malprac- 
tice, but without agreement to pay 
judgments. They assert they have been 

“thrown down” by the physicians 





themselves, who did not protest to Mr. 
Blake against this ruling of his forbid- 
ding the writing of liability insurance.

In 
the protest filed it was alleged that he 
had collected funds on monthly industrial 
policies and had not turned them in. Mr. 
Marstellar did not appear at the hearing 
before the state auditor and his license 
was not renewed. 

Matthew V. O’Malley, well known in 
the insurance business in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
has been placed in charge of the Brook- 
lyn office of the American Bonding, suc- 
ceeding Frank A. Cooper. His standing 
and wide acquaintance among bankers 
and lawyers is expected to result in a 
good increase in the company’s business.

The Illinois appellate court, in the case 
of Genna, defendant in error, vs. Contin- 
ental Casualty Company, plaintiff in error, 
holds that, under a policy of accident in- 
surance providing for liability in case of 
bodily injury, which is effected directly 
and independently of all other causes, 
through external, violent and purely acci- 
dental means, and which causes at once 
and continuously after the accident total 
inability to engage in any labor or occu- 





pation, no recovery can be had because of 
the death of the insured from erysipelas, 
due to a wound, where he continued to 
on pa two days after receiving the 
wound. 


An error was made in last week’s issue 
in stating that the contract bond on the 
new Dime Savings Bank building at De- 
troit was secured by a representative of 
the Chicago office of the Title Guaranty & 
Surety. It was secured 4 the Michigan 
Insurance Agency of Detroit, general agent 
of the Title. The same agency also se- 
cured some of the subcontractors’ bonds. 
This is one of the largest contracts let in 
Michigan in some time. 


The Kentucky court of appeals has de- 
cided that the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty must pay the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank of Monticello $15,000 as the 
result of the shortage of the cashier, 
Charles McConnaghy, who was found to 
be short $34,000. The company contended 
that the bank must show the amounts of 
the shortages for the various years dur- 
ing which the bond was in force, but 
the court held that this was unnecessary 
and that the bond, with its renewals, 
constituted a continuous contract for the 
period. 

A decision of interest to surety compa- 
nies was handed down at Louisville by 
Circuit Judge Thomas R. Gordon in the 
case of the Durrett Construction Company 
against County Treasurer Lloyd Gates and 
the National Surety, his bondsman. The 
construction company asserted that the 


-treasurer had defaulted by refusing pay- 


ment on a warrant issued in its favor. 
The court holds that the treasurer is not 
in default unless he refused to pay funds 
which he has and the disposition of which 
has been determined by the fiscal court. 
In this case the treasurer asserted that 
he did not have funds with which to pay 
the claim, and the court sustained a de- 
murrer to the suit of the contractors.

MAY START ANOTHER CAMPAIGN 


The Iowa State Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation, which was so successful in its 
fight on the crude oil furnace, may be 
asked to take some sort of similar action 
on the electric sad iron. Chief of the 
Fire Department Dunham and City Elec- 
trician F. L. Fisher of Waterloo have re- 
ported several fires in the past few months 
because of the electric iron, and their 
statements have been called to the atten- 
tion of the president, J. D. Carpenter, of 
the Iowa association. One fire in Water- 
loo last week did damage to the home 
of George Lichty, one of the wealthiest 
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residents of that city, and it was found 
to have originated from an overheated 
iron in which the current had not been 
turned off. In view of the many electric 
irons in general use in the cities, it is 
probable that President Carpenter will 
simply issue a warning to users of the 
irons and provide for a wide distribution 
of the order through the state in news- 
papers and through the weekly bulletins. 





WILL VISIT COLUMBIA, MO. 

The Missouri Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion will inspect Columbia, Mo., March 
12. The members visited Popular Bluffs 
a few days ago, looked over the town and 
conferred with the mayor and some of 
the councilmen regarding needed ordi- 
nances and improvements. Copies of 
model ordinances were left with the of- 
ficials with the recommendation that they 
be adopted. In the evening E. M. Robin- 
son, the local agent, tendered the field 
men a dinner. 





HYDRANTS WERE FROZEN 

Once again war has been declared be- 
tween the Des Moines city council and the 
water company, following a fire which 
destroyed an apartment house because all 
three of the hydrants in the vicinity were 
found frozen. As none of the hydrants 
had been used by the city, the council 
claims that the water company is to 
blame. The company answers by saying 
that the city employes must have been 
tampering with the hydrants or they 
would not have been frozen. The fire pre- 
vention committee of the Commercial 
Club which has been working for better 
fire protection in Des Moines, has taken 
up the question and will insist upon a 
complete investigation. 





DRY CLEANING ORDINANCE UP 

An ordinance was introduced in the 
meeting of the Lincoln, Neb., city council 
whereby drastic efforts will be made to 
guard against fire loss in the cleaning and 
dyeing establishments of the city. The 
ordinance was drafted at the instance of 
Fire Chief Clements of this city. 

The ordinance covers the use of gaso- 
lene, benzine, naphtha and similar inflam- 
mable substances used in dry cieaning 
processes. It requires that the business 
shall not be carried on in frame buildings 
less than forty feet from any other struc- 
ture, nor in a building where any other busi- 
ness is conducted; that the building other- 
wise must be of brick, steel, mortar and 
concrete, equipped with automatic fire doors 
and the windows protected with wire- 
glass; that the floors of the building shall 
be of cement, with a gutter which will 
have a capacity to carry off twice the 
amount of any liquid used in the building; 
and that the storage tanks shall be set in 
concrete, and equipped with vents, and no 
sewer connection shall be allowed the 
building. Heat must be furnished by 
either hot water or steam, and only elec- 
tric lights will be allowed.

Fire Chief Clements of Lincoln, Neb., 
and Fire Commissioner Randall organized 
a volunteer fire department at Exeter, 
Neb., last week.

A new fire station is to be built at 
Wymore, Neb. A meeting of the volunteer 
department of that city was held and 
the company reorganized. The old fire 
house will be torn down, the company 
enlarged and a new station constructed. 

In order to increase fire protection, a 
new standpipe has m purchased by 
the city council of Tecumseh, Neb., of 
150,000 gallons capacity. New mains are 
to be la.d and other improvements made 
which will be completed, it is planned, by 
april 1. 

Moving picture films ignite at a tem- 
perature of 800 degrees, according to tests 
made after a disastrous bDiaze in the plant 
of the General Film Company at Phila- 
delphia. The circumstantial evidence is 
that this fire originated through the 
proximity of films and steam pipes. 

Lincoln, Neb., March 4—E. C. Kelso of 
Grand Island, Neb., has been appointed 
deputy state fire warden to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of 
Deputy Williams. Mr. Kelso received his 
commission shortly after his appoint- 
ment and assumed his duties at once. 

Bonds to the amount of $20,000 have 
been voted at Hennessey, Okla., and 
$15,000 at Kenefick, Okla. for water- 
works improvements. The town of Salli- 
saw, Okla., has just let the contract for 
the construction of a waterworks dam at 
a cost of $18,000, together with a filtra- 
tion plant and a brick power house. 

A new automobile fire engine has been 
purchased by the city of Lincoln, Neb., 
and will be installed March 15. The Lin- 
coln department has been equipped with 
two engines which were condemned by 
the chief. One will be abandoned to be 
replaced by the new machine, and the 
other has been sent east to be rebuilt.

That a number of fire in- 
surance companies will be forced out of 
business this year if the present abnor- 
mal loss ratio continues seems to be a 
foregone conclusion.
